SECOND CHAPTER. 


What is known among Spiritualists as 
mind or thought reading was one of the 
first stumbling blocks I had to contend 
with in my investigation of the varied 
phenomena of modern Spiritualism.

rappings, tipping and turning of tables, 
aud other physical manifestations, which 
had become common before I commenced 
my investigations, AsI pursued my in- 
quiries, I learned that the spirits could 


not only read or divine the thought that 
was present at the moment in the mind of a 
mortal] commuuicant, but that they could 
also discern any fact that sitters in a circle 
were coguizant of, even if the thought or 
recollection of that particular fact was not 
present in the memory of the sitter at 
the time it was re-echoed thro’ the organ- 
ization of a mortal medium by a spirit. 
Following on in the same line of investi- 
gation, I learned with the aid of my spirit 
friends that they had the power to discern 
not only the thoughts that were present
